PREDICT LONG TIME 
IN SELECTING JURY 


Defendant Accused o f Assist­ 
ing in Murder o f Husband 
Lact Octo ber. 


T he death penalty will be asked 
for Mrs. M ane Cole, 25, of In­ 
dianapolis, attractive 
•triang le 
m urder case*’ defendant, accord­ 
ing to q uestions plied prospective 
jurors by A lbert Stevens, Rush 
county prosecuting attorney , a t 
th e opening of th e trial here 
Tuesday m orning . T he case was 
venued here from Hancock coun­ 
ty . 
Mrs. Cole was indicted by a 
H ancock county g rand jury as 
being a n accessory before the 
fa c t in th e alleg ed m urder of her 
husband, R ay m ond Cole, on a 
country road a mile and a half 
north e a st of New Palestine last 
Hallow e’en. Mrs. Cole’s 
alleg ed 
param our, F rank Jordan, was in­ 
dicted for first deg ree m urder 
and 
w as la te r convicted 
and 
sentenced to life im prisonm ent 
by a M arion county jury on a 
ch ang e of venue. It is considered 
likely th a t Jordan will be broug ht 
h ere to testify . 
T he state is charg ing th a t Jor­ 
dan sh ot and killed Cole w ith a 
revolver and th a t Mrs. Cole “e n­ 
courag ed, hired, com m anded and 
assisted” him in th e m urderous 
plot. The defense has predicted 
th a t “startling revelations’* will 
be broug h t out in th e trial w hich 
th ey ex pect will clear th e y oung 
widow, w ho h as been in jail here 
lor several weeks prior to the 
opening of th e trial. 
Mrs. Cole, y oung and a ttra c ­ 
tive sits w ith h er attorney s. She 
is m odishly 
dressed 
in 
black 
w earing a black 
c l o t h coat 
trim m ed in fur of th e sam e col­ 
or. H er h a t, g loves, dress, pocket- 
boot, hose and shoes are all 
black. S he ex pressed little em o­ 
tion as th e trial g ot underw ay 
but paid close attention as Prose­ 
cutor Stevens subjected 
e a c h 
prospecive juror to the usual 
routine of q uestions. 
E ach m an in th e jury box was 
q uestioned if he had any scruples 
reg arding th e infliction of the 
de ath p enalty if the evidence so 
justified it. The tentative jurors 
w ere also closely q uestioned by 
th e sta te if th e fact th a t th e de- 
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Earl W illiams h as filed a suit 
for divorce in the R ush circuit 
court ag ainst Sally W illiams. The 
suit sets out th a t the couple was 
m arried May 11, 19 28 , and separ­ 
ated M arch 2, 19 31. • 
The plaintiff alleg es th a t the 
defendant would rem ain out late 
a t nig h t w ith persons of lewd 
and im m oral characer. It is also 
charg ed th a t the defendant used 
vulg ar 
and 
profane lang uag e, 
and th a t she has left the plain­ 
tiff’s hom e and th a t h er w here­ 
abouts are unknow n to him .

A ssistant sta te ’s attorney W ay - 
land Brooks in his opening sta te ­ 
m ent listed one ey e w itness a ft­ 
er anoth er and said, “T his w it­ 
ness will tell y ou th a t th a t m an 
w as Leo B rothers.” 
The witnesses. Brooks said, saw 
th e sh ot fired or saw th e slay er 
run out of th e R andolph street 
pedestrian tunnel and lose h im ­ 
self in th e traffic. 
T he sta te g ave no indication 
th a t it intended to prove any 
m otive or to show w ho ordered 
th e slay ing of th e T ribune police 
reporter. 
E ig ht persons w ere nam ed by 
Brooks as sta te s w itnesses who 
will testify th a t B rothers w as th e 
m an who slipped up behind L in­ 
g le a nd fired th e bullet into his 
head.

T he increase continues despite 
educational cam paig ns conduct­ 
ed by civic ag encies, clubs, pub­ 
lic and parochial schools, Boy 
Scouts, and th e w ork of eng in­ 
eers and road builders to ease 
curves, remove h azards and im ­ 
prove sig ht distances. 
In th e report, A. H. H inkle, 
m aintenance 
sup erintendent 
urg es “com m on sense driving as 
th e best solution for curtailing 
th is trag ic de ath toll.” 
Em ploy es of th e hig hw ay de­ 
p a rtm e nt are req uired to rep ort 
all accidents involving a fatality 
or injury w hen property dam ag e 
ex ceeds $25. W hile thousands of 
accidents occur annually w here 
property loss is inconsiderable 
and ne ith er driver or passeng er 
injured therefore are not includ­ 
ed in th is report, accidents in­ 
volving fatalities are considered 
accurate. 
T he rep ort say s th a t as a 
state, India na is g uilty of m ore 
reckless driving in 19 30 th a n 
ever before, for records in th e 
hig hw ay dep artm ent show th a t 
8 06 m ajor accidents in w hich 307

H arry A nderson, 32, of St. Lou­ 
is, Mo., arrested

county jail as a result of try ing 
to take his own life by drinking 
a q uantity of chloroform . 
A nderson w as arrested by Fred 
Jones, sta te policem an, a fte r the 
officer h ad noticed A nderson’s 
c ar w eaving from side to side on 
U. S. road 52. lie w as handcuffed 
and placed in th e re a r sea t of 
th e officer’s car, th e n being ta k­ 
en to th e R ush county jail. As 
th e c a r stopped, A nderson m a n­ 
ag ed to g et h is m anacled h ands 
in h is pocket and draw out a bot­ 
tle containing chloroform . 
He h ad swaUowed some of th e 
liq uid before Jones noticed him 
and knocked h is h a nds down. 
His condition w as very serious 
for a w hile a nd D eputy Ed Com p­ 
ton sta te Tuesday afternoon th a t 
th e prisoner w as still very ill arid 
unable to keep a ny th ing on his 
stom ach. 
S h ortly a fte r th e a rre st it was 
learned th a t A nderson h ad stol­ 
en h is car—a Moon cabriolet—in 
St. Louis, Mo., S aturday nig h t 
about 6:30. T he c a r w as taken by 
officers to th e paldw ell g arag e 
here from w here it w as rem oved 
Tuesday afternoon by R. M. C av­ 
anaug h , rep resentative of 
th e 
A utom obile 
club 
of 
M issouri 
w hich com pany h eld insurance 
on Jihe stolen car. 
Po liceman Jo nes, ano ther state 
o fficer fro m Indianapo lis and a 
federal man were here Tuesday 
mo rning and co nferred with An­ 
derso n, who will face a federal 
charg e in co nnectio n with the 
auto theft. H is co nditio n did no t 
permit him to be remo v ed fro m 
the lo cal jail, ho wev er.

pardon and parole board for his 
parole, but was re-arrested a fte r 
eleven m onth s of freedom . He re ­ 
fused to g ive his nam e. 
Convicts faced parole board 
m em bers in a tense session and 
these 
conflicting 
statem ents 
w ere m ade: 
From Joe M oran, im prisoned 
for bank robbery — “I paid $2,000 
for m y parole to a m em ber of a 
previous board w hose nam e 
I 
w on’t're v e a l; 
th e n 11 m onths 
a fte r my release I was re a rre st­ 
ed. 
You c a n’t g et any justice 
from th e board. They have told 
m e I w as innocent of th e crim e 
but they keep m e h ere.”

C annon, 
m em ber of th e p resent board— 
“M oran told just one side of th e 
story . You m ust rem em ber these 
convicts h a te every body . 
M uch 
of y our sy m pathy for th em is 
m isplaced. 
We g ive full a tte n­ 
tion to every parole case before 
us.”Into th e clouded atm osphere 
broke th e w arning of M oran th a t

ORIGIN OF CARDS 


It is u nlik ely that the av erage person who in­ 
du lges in bridge, eu chre, pedro, sev en-u p, pok er, 
solitaire or any of the innu merable other games 
play ed with cards k nows any thing abou t their 
origin, how long they hav e been in u se or how 
j ex tensiv e an item of commerce they constitu te. 
| Earl F. Barber, of the United States bu reau of 
internal rev enu e is au thority for the statement 
that the manu factu re, sale and consu mption of 
play ing cards hav e increased in the United 
States u ntil at present the rev enu e deriv ed from 
them is in ex cess of $5,000,000 per annu m. 
Card-play ing is a relic of antiq u ity . For hu n­ 
dreds of y ears cards hav e been u sed as a mediu m 
of amu sement nnd chance. 
According to Mr. 
Barber, the origin of play ing cards is not defin­ 
itely k nown. 
The first mention of their origin, 
he states, is in "Des Gu lden Spi!,” of Ingold, 
printed in 1472, by G. Zainer. There are three 
chief opinions regarding their sou rce: First that 
they are a produ ct of the East, the Arabs, the 
Saracens or the Moors introdu cing them into 
Eu rope by way of Spain in 1379; second, that 
they came from India ancj China, #or Egy pt and 
were introdu ced into Eu rope by the gy psies, it 
being claimed they were u sed in China in 1120, 
hav ing been brou ght from Hindu stan, where they 
were play ed at a mu ch earlier period; and third, 
that they originated in Germany or Italy . 
Uncle Sam has been collecting rev enu e on 
play ing cards ev er since civ il war day s, when he 
imposed his first tax on them. A tax has been 
imposed continu ou sly since that time. The rate 
was 2 cents for and u pon ev ery pack containing 
not more than fifty -fou r cards, u ntil 1924, when 
the rate was increased to 10 cents a pack . 
No other form of div ersion has as many dev o­ 
tees in America as card-play ing. That accou nts 
for the fact that Uncle Sam is able to fatten his 
bank roll to the ex tent of $5,000,000 a y ear ou t of 
the tax he imposes on the pasteboards. He has

The death penalty will be asked 


for Mrs. Marie Cole, 25, of In- 
dianapolis, attractive -triangle 
murder case" defendant, accord- 
ing to questions plied prospective 
jurors by Albert Stevens, Rush 
county prosecuting attorney, at 
the opening of the trial here 
Tuesday morning. The case was 
venued here from Hancock coun- 
ty. 


Mrs. Cole was indicted by a 


Hancock county grand jury as 
being an accessory before the 
fact in the alleged murder of her 
husband, Raymond Cole, on a 
country road a mile and a half 
northeast of New Palestine last 
Hallowe'en. Mrs. Cole's alleged 
paramour, Prank Jordan, was in- 
dicted for first degree murder 
and was later convicted and 
sentenced to life imprisonment 
by a Marion county jury on a 
change of venue. It is considered 
likely that Jordan will be brought 
here to testify. 


The state is charging that Jor- 


dan shot and killed Cole with a 
revolver and that Mrs. Cole -en- 
couraged, hired, commanded and 
assisted" him in the murderous 
plot. The defense has predicted 
that "startling revelations" will 
be brought out in the trial which 
they expect will clear the young 
widow, who. has been in. jail.here 
"for several weeks prior to tiie 
opening of the trial.

The result is a combination of 


the pair for Mears' third drive 
for a round-the-world 
speed 


record; a mark that Mears avers 
will "stay put" for some time if 
all works out as planned. 


Back in 1913, Mears heard 


that -a French globe trotter held 
the record for the shortest trip 
arouad the world. 
,.•,. 
-That ought to be an Ameri- 


can record," said Mears. And he 
forthwith started out. By steam- 
er and train, he girdled the 
globe in 35 days. That held un- 
til airplanes came into more 
general use. 


In 1928, Mears decided again 


that an American ought to set 
the record for a trip around the 
world. With the late Captain 
Charles B. D. Collyer as his pilot, 
Mears used fast 'liners across 
oceans, and his plane across 
continents. They made it in 23 
days. 


Beaten by Graf Zepp 


Then, a year later,- along 


came the dirigible Graf Zeppe- 
lin, to make the trip in 21 days. 
Again Mears was bothered, and 
wanted to Americanize the mark 
once more. 


A year ago he talked to Breese, 


then chief test pilot for the 
Lockheed plant here. Breese al- 
ready had won fame as a pilot, 
and as a constructor of success- 
ful trans-Pacific airplanes. He 
was busied with some design 
problems and couldn't get away. 


Recently Breese became assist- 


ant to the president of the Lock- 
heed Aircraft Co. He has been 
busied in making some changes 
in the Lockheed Vega, the firm's

"I'll 
buy one, add some special equip- 
ment, and you spend your'va- 
cation with me, 'going around 
this world faster than anybody 
ever went before." 


That caught Breese's fancy. 


The two are wo'tking out all the

etc. And in May they plan to hop 
from New York, cross the Atlan- 
tic, and return to New York via 
Siberia and Alaska in less than 
three weeks. 


It's a 19,000 mile flight they 


plan. Of this, 5500 will be over 
water. All the way around the 
world, they will be hugging 
pretty closely the 53rd meridian. 


Here Is Their Route 


Leaving :New York, the first 


stop will be Harbor (trace, N. F-, 
then across the North Atlantic 
to Dublin. From Dublin, they fly 
to Berlin to arrange for-pass- 
ports. Moscow will be next, then 
8000 miles across Siberia, along 
the Trans-Siberian Railway, to 
Khabarovsk, on the Manchurian 
border. Wheels will be" there ex- 
changed for pontoons, for the 
600-mile jump.across the Sea.of 
Okhotsk to 
jump across 
via the Aleutians 
Alaska', and down 
and Puget Sound 
Wash. Wheels will be replaced at 
Seattle for the transcontinental 
home stretch dash to New York. 


"We plan no night flying," 


Mears explains. -Our redesigned 
ships, with special streamlining 
and cowling, plus a powerful 
motor, will average 220 miles ah 
hour. Our equipment will include 
a oiew type compass, and radio, 
of course.. For the trans-Atlantic 
hop, we are allotting 10 hours' 
time." 


Breese was not a competitor in 


the ill-fated Dole race from San 
Francisco * to Honolulu" in' 1927: 
But a ship built and designed by 
him 
carried 
Martin 
Jensen 


across to Hawaii to win second- 
prize. His flying^ is marked by 
skill rather-, than daring; witness 
the occasion two or three years 
ago when the engine dropped 
clear out of' the plane he was" 
piloting over San Francisco. 
There were seven pas^ugers'fin 


plane and all his passengers 
without a bump or a stretch. 


Mears a Born Rover 


Mears is a born rover. As a 


mere boy he devoured every- 
thing he could find on Drake 
and 
Magellan. Jules Verne's 


-Around the World in 80 Days" 
was a favorite, and he early de- 
cided to eclipse Verne's hero, 
Phineas Fogg. 


In 1900, at 20, he was sputter- 


ing about the streets of Chicago 
in one of the first "gas buggies" 
seen there. In 1913 he decided to 
try for the round-the-world rec- 
ord, then held by Andre Jaeger- 
Schmidt,.a French newspaper- 
man. Mears planned t» ptfver 
23,P66 miles in 25 days, 2l hours 
and 35 minutes. And he arrived 
within four-fifths of a second of 
the allotted time. Then in 1928 
he and Collyer again broke the 
world-circling 
record, cutting 


the record to 23 days. 


The comparatively de luxe as- 


pect of this journey was in 
marked, contrast with his first 
trip, when he actually made one 
leg pf the trip clinging to the 
wing of a "jenny" plane which 
he had to use to save time, and 
which had only a single seat for 
the pilot. His new plane will, of 
course, be the last word for long- 
distance aerial travel. 


So it looks as though Breese's 


vacation limits and Mears' rec- 
ord-making avidity may be set- 
ting some real aviation marks a 
few weeks hence.

VIKING BLAST 
ENROUTE HOME 


St. John's N. P., March 23— 


(API—The last of the Viking 
survivors at Horse Island •were 


• safely aboard the steamer Sa- 


gona today, but the progress of 
the rescue craft toward 
St 


John's depended upon her abil- 
ity to clear a path through 
high ice barrier. 


A changing wind was regarded 


as a favorable factor in opening 
a trail for the journey to St, 
John's, where Sir Richard M. 
Squires, prime minister of New- 
foundland, has announced an 
inquiry will be conducted into 
the explosion of the sealer. 


Removal of eight men, six of 


them injured, from Horse Island 
to the Sagona yesterday brought 
to 118 the number of survivors 
aboard the steamer. Nine sur- 
vivors are believed on other res- 
cue craft and two bodies have 
been recovered. Varick Frissell 
and A. G. Penrod, American mo- 
tion picture men, and 24 others 
are listed as missing.- .

(AP)—D. C. Stephenson, former 
Ku Klux Klan leader convicted 
of murder five years ago, today 
petitioned Hamilton circuit court 
for a new trial on a petition for 
a writ of coram nobis. 


The 
petition alleges 
that 


Stephenson was,under threat of 
being killed if he testified in his 
own behalf and thus was de- 
nied the chance to prove his own 
innocence. A charge that "mob 
violence" also prevailed at the 
trial also was made. 


Today's petition was the sec- 


ond Stephenson has filed for a 
new trial through a writ of error 
coram nobis, a legal avenue 
available only where it can be 
proved that a defendant has, 
through fear or other reasons, 
been denied a chance to prove 
his innocence. The first petition 
was filed with the state supreme 
court in 1928 and later with- 
drawn. 


In \a. statement accompanying 


the petition, Stephenson, who 
was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, accused Hira% Wesley 
Evans, who at the time was Im- 
perial Wizard of the Klan, of 
sponsoring ah alleged plot to 
bring about his conviction.. 


Stephenson was convicted of 


murder in the Hamilton circuit 
court as the result of the death 
of Miss Madge Oberholtzer, an 
Indianapolis girl. She swallowed 
joison in a Hammond, Ind., ho- 
;el following an alleged attack 
by Stephenson and died several 
days later. Failure to provide 
srompt medical aid was the 
>asis on which the murder ver- 
dict was returned.

is a 78 per cent increase of fa- 
talities and 15 per cent increase 
in the number of injured per- 
sons over 1929. 


The records also show that 


less fatalities in 1929 occurred 
than hi 1928, and then a tre- 
mendous increase in deaths in 
1030. Total major accidents re- 
ported in 1930 were 809 in which 
307 persons were killed and 869 
persons injured/ The report cov- 
ers the entire state system'but 
does not include accidents and 
deaths on state .routes in cities 
of more than 2,500 population. 
Property loss involved in the ac- 
cidents is estimated at $204,000. 
Loss in time to injured victims, 
hospital and medical bills are 
nol^ included in this estimate. 


Of the 806 accidents reported 


by state highway patrolmen and 
field superintendents, 382 in- 
volved other vehicles, a consid- 
erable increase over last year. 
Cases of driving on the wrong 
side of the road showed a tre- 
mendous gain as a cause of acci- 
dents, while driving at high 
speed, especially/when highways 
were reported (Congested with 
traffic, was responsible for many 
accidents, according to the re- 
port.
